Of late-year's, since tho crazy-qnilt 


mania has tak-eri possession of thefemi- 
ninc-rnind and zigzags in silk and vel- 
vets bfcve been Irrvoguc, the old patch- 
workvagariesin which on r grand-moth- 
ers delighted to have been relegated to 
the prize booths at agricultural fairs. 
Yet the world has not totally aban- 
doned tho homely calico quilt; the old- 
time'favorite was never more popular 
than at present. But its manufactnro 
is no longer tlio prerogative and mo- 
nopoly of the gentler sex, and its char- 
acter has undergone a rcmarkabl* 
change. 
OiiHko' its prototype of the 


old days, it is not au agglomeration ol 
samples from tho gowns of every wo- 
man in its maker's neighborhood ; no 
,premium is placed npon tho number ol 
'ita stitches beyond a certain limit ol 
•thousand.s , it is not stretched upon au 
awkward, 
lumbering 
frame, 
and 


stitched day alter day by weary house- 
wives*' Tlieqmltof the present day is 
the product of, machinery. The books 
of a. quilt manufactory in Eastern Con- 
necticut show that between .seven hun- 
dred" thousand and 
eight hundred 


thousand of all grades of goods were 
distributed from .its doors last year. 
There w noEuropean trade in this par- 
ticular lino of manufacture, becaubO 
down coverlets, or those wjth wool 
filling, are used exclusively on tbe Con- 
tinent. But New England quilts are 
sold in great numbers in even the 
warmest 
of 
tho 
Southern 
Slates, 


throughout the West, in Mexico, Cau- 
uda, and tlio West Indies, as well as in 
different cities of tho South American 
States. 


About 1874 tlio business originated in 


a small wooden structurn upon UIP site 
of the present ex tensive factory, 
lion- 


thr quilt materials were stored, to bo 
divtiibuted among the farmers' wives 
of the vieinity, who occupied liieir li'K- 
ure hours between twelve o'clock din- 
ner and six o'clock tea, as well as the 
hours of loug winter evenings, in quilt- 
ing for the manufacturers, who repaid 
their labor b\ the munificent sum of 
tvelvoand one-half cents forrncli lin- 
iblicd 
quilt. 
But ;tho farms were 


sterile, and profits clone; so tho thrifty 
housewife was glad to supplement tlio 
scanty revenue from butter and eggs 
and berries with the prolit from her 
needle. The wife of many a tanner 
has opened her lirst bank account or 
made tho momentous purchase of hot 
nrstsilk gown, while her rosy-cheeked 
daughter has paid tho lirht installment 
upon a long-coveted piano or cabinet 
organ, with the dearly earned wages of 
quilt-making. When a sufficient num- 
ber of quilts were completed the man- 
ufacturcr started upon the road with 
his st*x;k, peddling his goods alike to 
house and storekeepers. 
As his trade 


increased, quarters were prepared for| 
workers within tho storehouse, which 
then really became a factory, where 
eventually the quilts began to bo run 
by ordinary sewing machines. A rear 
or two Inter tho business inerea-sed to 
such proportions that a large stone fac- 
tory was built, power machines super- 
ceded the old-stylo ones, the little com- 
pany of workers originally composed 
of farmers' wives and daughters was 
increased by foreign operative* from 
every nation, and three or fonr hun- 
dred boxes and bales o£ a dozen quilts 
each were shipped from tho works 
daily. In course of time a second fac- 
tory was built, and later ou a branch 
establishment was opened in Canada. 


The calico which is worked up iulo 


quilts was originally purchased in tho 
ordinary way, but after a time tho 
manufacturers began bming up largo 
supplies of uncolored cotton, originat- 
ing their own designs for patterns aud 
having the calico printed especially for 
thoir use. The bales of calico having 
been 
opened at the 
quilt factory, 


enough of the webs are sewed together 
by ordinary sewing machines run by 
steam to form a web as broad as thg, 
quilt should be. Then these broad 
webs aro cut into squares, and the.so 
eqnares are placed together in pairs, 
and each pair is stitched around ou 
threw sides so that it forms a bag. Tho 
bio-g are then taken to the story below 
to Tie lillod. Tho manner of filling the 
bags is novel. Tho fdling is (irst spread 
upon a rack of wooden slats, whore it 
is pressed down by a second rack, and 
then the bag is dexterously slipped 
over tho frame thus formed. The racks 
are then .removed, the filling beaten 
smooth, and the ivholo rolled up ready 
for stitching. Three boys manage tho 
rack, and so rapid are they that they 
readily (ill seven hundred quilk, daily. 


After tilling the bag the fourth side 


is sewed up and the quilt is lixed iu a 
frame. It is then stitched by a machine 
which mechanically follows an arm 
running in a metallic guide to form 
(be desired pattern. The quilting ma- 
chines are tended by girls, who are 
paid'two-ftnd-one-half cents for each 
quilt, and forty quilts are considered 
an average day's work. Some of the 
girls make seven dollars a week. Tho 
work requires very little exercise of 
either strength or attention. It is a 
trifle oily, but is above the average of 
factory occupations in 
health and 


ileanliness. 


i In 18S4 a new machine for quilting 
was invented, but there aro only six of 
them in use, The quilt is stretched in 
a wooden frame aud stitched in tho 
inost intricate designs by power, the 
metallic pattern in which Ihe guide 
works being H^ed underneath upon a 
Vooden platform. 
The designs are 


frequently 
interlaced, mingled 
and 


multiplied upon the sumo surface until 
tjh« result is an arabesque of great reg- 
ularity and attractiveness. 
! There aro three grades of quilt lill- 
icgs. Tho cheapest quilt is given a

A Rlglit WliN'li Attnrhci to tlio Proper Cor- 


poruto Authorities. 


It is a truism, or a principle of com- 


rnon law a." olil as cmliziUion, that no 
government doe.s ov can yield up abso- 
lutely to any purchaser, its original 
owuer.ship to (lie soil, but in all grants 
anil sales a right of property remains 
in tho government, or in the aggregate 
body of the people in their sovereign 
capacity, to resume such control and 
possession as thu law-making authority 
may deem best to promote the public 
good and general welfare. 


If tho proper authorities propose to 


oper. a street, or charter a railroad, or 
to open a park, or require land for any 
other reasonable purpose, and the own- 
er ot lands in the routo or space de- 
sired refuse to sell, or ask an exorbitant 
price, the state, under its right and{ 
power of eminent domain, has the 
power of control, and the acknowl- 
edged right to take possession of such 
lands, paying therefor such just and 
reasonable compensation as it, and not 
the owner, may determine. 


The Constitution of tho United States 


limits the exercise of this power and 
right to cases where the public good 
demands it, the necessity of which to 
be determined by law. 


The Constitution of the State of Illi- 


nois provides "that the exercise of the 
power and right of eminent domain' 
shall 
never bo so 
constructed or 


abridged as to prevent tho taking by 
the General Assembly of the property 
and fr.uichise of incorporated compa- 
nie- -ilveady organized (or those that 
mav l.i- hereafter organized), and sub- 
jecting tV'iu to the public necessity, 
tlte t.ir.ie as of individuals." — Chicago
